Nothing could be more beveficial to 
nerves and complexion than a dally 
tub, and, indeed, the best bred women 
consider it av essential to goud groow- 
ing. But others—and they uumber as- 
toundingly high—declare they cannot 
6taud either a warm or cold bath dal- 
ly. They claim it weakens them and 
makes them catch cold easily. Now, 
the whole trouble is probably that they 
do not regulate the temperature of the 
water to suit thelr individual systems, 
Hot baths are weakening, ‘tis true, in 
the long run, an@ cold baths many 
women cannot stand, But there are 
many degrees of tepidity and warmth 
for those who are not very robust. 

It is impossible to lay down any rule 
as to the precise point of heat to 
which the tub may be brought, because 
what would be warm to one persop 
would be chilly to another, the degree 
of heat depending upon the individu- 
al's general physical condition, The 
hearest one can come to specitic in- 
struction is to state that the bath 
should impart a gentle feeling of 


Warmth as soon as the water touches | 


the body, but that it must not be hot. 

This getting into water that is lan- 
guorously hot is to be commended only 
when trying to break up u cold or to 
throw the body into a state of perspl- 
ration, There is no reaction from it— 
indeed, such water is debilitating in 
effect—and immediately after taking 
such @ tub u person must go tu bed, 
Even resting will not be suflicient, and 
one would probably waken from a nap 
feeling weak and languid after a very 
hot tub, 

Under no circumstances should a 
person remain lopger than tifteen min- 
utes in u tub, and ten minutes is 
enough, ‘This, of course, is in warm 
water. In cold one would not stay 
longer than two or three minutes. 
When in the water use a bath brush, 
It bas excellent cleansing qualities, us 
it gives surface stimulation if gently 
rubbed on the skin, A woman whu 
bas once used a bath brush will uot 
enjoy her tub without using one. 

The tub is best indulged in late in 
the afternoon, lying down for ten 
minutes or longer afterward. This is 
not a good hour for a busy woman, 
however, and so she will get the most 
benefit by taking ber bath at night 
Just before going to bed, 

At times when a bath ts impossible 
a dry rub is excellent. ‘To give it the 
whole body should be briskly friction- 
ed with a coarse bath towel, stimulat- 
ing the cireulation and preventing the 
accumulation of dried skin. 

A daily morning cold sponge, while 
it should be taken In addition to rath- 
er than instend of the tepid tub, Ja 
very stimulating to those who can 
stand it, and more s#omen could stand

THE WITCH’S CURSE. 


A Bucksport Legend of Colonial Days 
in Maine. 

Close by the road on the outskirts of 
the old seaport town of Bucksport, on 
the Penobscot river, is a small family 
cemetery. Within its inclosure slecp 
the Bucks, the blue blooded folk who 
first settled the town and bequeathed 
it their name and a legend, 

The: largest and most conspicuous 
monument in the cemetery is a tall 
granite shaft, which is in plain sight of 
the highway. On one side is the in- 
scription: “Col, John Buck, the Founder 
of Bucksport, A. D. 1762. Born in 
Haverhill, Mass., 1718, Died March 18, 
1705.”" 

On the other side is the single word 
“Buck,” and also something not 
wrought by the marble worker. On 
the smooth surface of the pedestal is 
a curious outline, which can be easily 
imagined to be a foot of normal size, 
The people who say that it is a fovt 
believe in the legend which has oft 
been told in Bucksport. 

The story is that Colonel Jonathan 
Buck was a very harsh man and the 
leading spirit in his day and genera- 
tion. He was the highest in civil au- 
thority, and his word was law in the 
community in which he resided. He 
was an out and out Puritan, and to 
him witchcraft was the incarnation of 
blasphemy. Thus, so the story goes, 
when a certain woman was accused of 
witchcraft, at the first clamorings of 
the populace Colonel Buck ordered that 
she be imprisoned, and later she was 
sentenced to be executed as a witch, 

The execution day caine, and the 
woman went to the gallows, cursing 
her judge with such terrible words 
that the people shuddered, but the 
magistrate stood unmoved. All wos 
ready, and the hangman was about to 
perform his duty, when the woman 
turned to Colonel Buck, and, raising 
one hand toward heaven, she said: 

“Jonathan Buck, listen to these 
words, the last my tongue shall utter. 
It is the spirit of the only living Goad 
which bids me speak to you. You wilh 
soon die, and over your grave they wil! 
erect a stone, that all may know the 
spot where your bones lie and crumble 
to dust, 

“Upon that stone the imprint of my 
foot shall appear, and for all time, aft- 
er your accursed race bas vanished 
from the face of the earth, will the 
people from far and near know that 
you murdered a woman.” 

She thea turned to ber executioners, 
and another act transpired to make a 
part of Americun colonial history, The 
“witch curse” had been almost forgot- 
ten until the monument was erected to 
the founder of Bucksport. 

It had been in position hardly a 
month when a faint outline was discov- 
ered on it. It grew more and more dis- 
tinct, until some person made tbe dis- 
covery that it was the outline of a 
foot. The old legend was revived. 

They sald that the “witch's curse” 
had been fulfilled. An attempt was 
made to remove the stain, but every 
effort only tended to make it platner, 

The {imprint of the foot Is there today 
as plain as ever, Amateur photogra- 
phers have taken pictures of it, and a 
Visit to the Buck cemetery to see the 
“witch's foot” Is one of the pastimes of 
every suminer visitor to the pretty lit- 
tle town.—New York World,

Eradication of Brome Grass. 

Brome grass has proven a blessing 
to the prairie section of Western Can- 
ada because of its adaptability to the 
soil and climate, It is a persistent 
grower, in fact too persistent in some 
places, and its eradication has be- 
come more or less of a problem, It 
has proved itself to be exceedingly 
valuable as a permanent pasture 
grass especially in dry localities, but 
the strong and extensive root system 
—penetrating five feet into the soil 
and extending laterally by root 
stocks, as does perennial sow thistle— 
which gives it its drouth-resisting 
qualities, make it a difficult grass to 
eradicate. At the Lacombe Experi- 
mental farm in North Alberta the 
superintendent is trying different 
depths and times of ploughing and 
various methods of cultivation with a 
view to locating its most vulnerable 
point.

Miss Mary Tillinghast, the Most Fa- 
mouse Artist in Her Line. 

At a well known art gallery on Fifth 

avenue, New York city, there is on 


exhibition a stained ginss window the | 


subject of which iy tie “Revocation 
of the Edict of Nantes.” This ex- 
quisite picture in glass is the work of 
Miss Mary Tillinghast and is to be 
oresénted at an early date to the New 
York Historical society by Mrs. Rus- 
sell Sage. 

Miss Tillinghast is the most famous 
woman worker in stained glass in the 
world. She was a pupil of John La 
Farge and of Carolus Duran and has 
lived ami studied abroad the greater 
part of her life. With all her genius 
_and reputation in the art world, this 
little woman is modest and retiring 
and almost shy when induced to talk 
about her work. In an interview at the 
gallery recently Miss Tillinghast said 
that the window, which is unusually 
large and contains a number of fig- 
ures, tock a yetr to execute and that 
the subject had been treated after the 
celebrated picture at Fontainebleau 
depicting the revocation of the edict 
of Nantes, before which canvas she 
had spent many inspiring weeks. 
| When asked about the mechanical 

end of her work she smiled and an- 

swered: “Why, that is the simplest 
! part of it all. Of course you know,” 
| the artist continued, “the subject is 
asually suggested to me by the person 
giving the commission, and that these 
glass effects nre made for a specific 
purpose and place makes the work 
easier, The subject matter settled, 
the next step is to get my Inspiration.
